Are run by a wheel under a ditch a 
little longer, If power was needed 
further away or higher up, air com- 
pressors could stand on the river and 
pipes be laid to carry the force for 
miles. High freight rates between 
Nevada and New Lork on the east 
and San Francisco on the west would 
be a real ddvantage to the manufac- 
turer located af Reno, especially if 
his raw material was rajsed here. If 
we could get a woolen mill here it 
would have two cuts at profits. One 
would be treights out on wool, 
and the other freights in on goods, 
which would come to probably seven 
or eight cents a pound, counting the 
dirt that 1s shipped out with the 
wool and the buxes etc. that come in 
with the goods. If some one would 
come and work the mountain of iron 
that J. H. Kinkead and Geo, alt 
have located, three or four miles from 
Reno, he would have the benefit of 
the present practice of shippiog pig 
iron from England, and rails, bars aod 
castings from distant places. The 
man who would spend a few thousand 
uollam for paper-making machinery 
would have the 1 of four 
cents a pound from the east and a 
cent and a quarter from California. 
As news- paper is made in Chicago for 
between four and six cents per peund 
the margin is a goed one. Such a 
mill would supply all of Nevada and 
California east of the mountains, in- 
cluding Bodie, Truckee, and the half- 
dozen papers north of Reno, It 
would also compete for the Utah and 
Wyoming trade.
